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1. ^ The amendment filed on 09 February 2009 under 37 CFR 1.312 has been considered, and has been: 

a) □ entered.

The applicant's characterization that "claims 1-6, 9, 12-16, 31-38 and 41 have been amended to correct typographical 
errors" is incorrect. The Examiner could find only two incidences of typographical errors - absorption, in claim 31. All the 
rest of the amendments in claims 1-6, 9, 12-16, 31-38 and 41 are NOT typographical errors, and needs careful 
consideration. In view of the above, only the typographical error of "absorption" in claim 31 has been entered. The rest of 
the amendments in claims 1-6, 9, 12-16, 31-38 and 41 has NOT been entered. 
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
